The predicted battle between the Austrian invaders 
and the French and Sardinian defenders of Piedmont 
has not yet been fought, and the parties preserve the re- 
lative positions which they occupied when we last 
epitomized the news of the campaign. The Austrians 
are still continuing what the Austrian General properly 
calls “demonstrations.” They extended their lines, or 
pushed forward their advanced guard, as far as Trino, a 
few miles beyond Casale, on the road to Turin, and they 
have since withdrawn this movement and fallen back 
again to Vercelli, a town which, although in the neigh- 
bourhood of the threatened fortress of is some 
miles to the north, and away from the river. also 
have intermitted for a moment their attempts to pass 
the Po; they have withdrawn the troops they had 
thrown across the river, and they have allowed the Sar- 
dinians to seize the few military stores that had been 
placed on the southern bank. A telegram has also 
stated that the Austrians have evacuated Tortona and 
Voghera. Now, these two towns are on the southern 
bank of the Po, and approximate closely to the plain of 
Marengo, now occupied in force by the ch. Tortona 
and Voghera are names conspicuous in the accounts of 
the great battle of Marengo, and in the morniug of that 
day they were in the possession of the French. They 
were in this campaign occupied by the Austrians, who 
to hold them must have pushed forward some of their 
reserves at Pavia and Piacenza, thus threatening the 
right flank of the Franco-Sardinian army, and the com- 
munications between Alessandria and Genoa. The troops 
withdrawn from Tortona and Voghera would naturally 
retire upon Pavia and Piacenza, and circumstances 
seem to indicate that the Austrians anticipate that 
the fortress of Piacenza which they have so care- 
fully fortified and extended, in fraud of that clause 
in the Treaty of Vienna which gave them posses- 
sion only of the little citadel of the old unfortified 
town, is soon about to have its strength tested by a 


siege. 

Still later telegrams, which bring down to the date of 
last night such news as Europe is permitted to receive, do 
not greatly vary the position of affairs. It appears that 
the Austrian troops, which, as we have above stated, 
had occupied Vercelli, had marched towards Gattinara, 
which is situated some miles to the north of Vercelli, and 
on the line of the river Sesia; and the information 
already received that the Austrians are fortifying their 
position on the Sesia is confirmed. The official bulletin 
from Turin states also that General Della Marmora has 
made the river Dora his strategical line; and if we

Fortunately, or unfortunately as the case 
may be, thereis experienced great difficulty, or perhaps 
impossibility Jin soldering the mock metal, or the substi- 
tution of it for real gold would be even more practised 
than now. 
Almost as soon as aluminium bronze became known 
in England, a London gun manufacturer (Mr. Lan- 
caster), struck with some remarkable properties it seemed 
to possess, patented it for specific purposes. A metal 
as as steel, which forges as well as iron, which is 
lighter than common gun metal, which is no less than 
three times the strength of the latter, and does not 
tarnish in the air, seemed to promise great things in the 
hands of a gunmaker. A specimen of it was sent to our 
own authorities with reference to its employment in the 
manufacture of artillery, but the proposal fell still- 
born; they did not take to the new metal. If our peo- 
ple were wrong in their judgment of aluminium bronze, 
they are ina fair way of being taught better by the French, 
as a very interesting report in the Comtes us of the 
Academy of Science for April 14 will make evident. 
The communication is in the form of a letter from 
M. Charles Christophe to M. Dumas. “We have em- 
ployed,” writes that gentleman, “the bronze of alumi- 
nium to two uses, for which its qualities of hardness and 
tenacity seemed to be very promising. The success has 
been quite equal to our expectations. The first is the 
construction of bearing surfaces for rotating axles ; the 
second for slide valves and other bearing surfaces exposed 
to much friction. Of these applications the followi 
are examples:—The bearing surfaces, ordinarily call 
brasses, of the axle of a polishing wheel making 2,000 
revolutions per minute wcre made of the aluminium bronze 
eighteen months ago ; they have lasted up to the present 
time. Other bearing surfaces under similar conditions 
do not last more than three months. Again, the slide 
plane of a mechanical saw, moving with the velocity 
of 240 revolutions per minute, was made of alumi- 
nium bronze. It has been used now one year without 
any apparent trace wearing out. Slide planes of bronze 
would not, under similar circumstances, have lasted 
four months. The second application of the aluminium 
bronze,”’ M. Christophe goes on to say, “ is for the manu- 
facture of fire arms, and small. One pistol barrel 
having been constru of it in that gentleman’s manu- 
factory, it was tried in the practice ground of Renette, on 
which occasion it came triumphantly through the ordeal, 
and was afterwards forwarded to the exposition at Dijon.

ALEXANDER HUMBOLDT. 
The Telegraph informs us that Alexander Humboldt, one of 
the greatest names that physical science has to boast of, has 
expired in Berlin, in his ninetieth year. The signal services 
rendered by this illustrious man to that group of sciences 
which are immediately connected with a knowledge of the 
Earth’s surface, deserve and will no doubt obtain an elaborate 
notice in our quarterly and monthly periodi It must 
suffice us to t our readers with the following brief 
account of his life and labours, taken with some modifications 
from “ Men of the Time.” | 
Frederick Henry Alexander Humboldt wasiborn in Berlin, 
September 14th, 1769, and educated, with a view to employ- 
ment in the direction of the Government mines, successively 
at Gottingen, Frankfort-on-the-Oder, Hamburg, and at the 
Mining School at Frieberg. At the of twenty-three he 
was appointed assessor to the Mining d, a post which he 
soon exchanged for that of Director of the Works at Bair- 
euth, At twenty-six he resigned this employment, in order 
to devote himself to those investigations in physical science 
by which he won his fame. In 1796 he made a journey with 
aller to Northern Italy, to study the extin¢t volcanoes in 
that district, and next — he started for Naples for a similar 
purpose, with Bach. e events of the war, however, then 
raging, compelled him to surrender this plan, and he turned his 
steps to Paris,where he made the acquaintance of Bonpland, the 
celebrated naturalist. After preparing several expeditions 
which he was forced successively to abandon owing to the dis- 
turbed state of Europe, Humboldt turned hig steps towards 
Spain, where he was introduced to the notice of government 
by the Saxon minister, Von Forell.

Hostile as I have always been to Louis Napoleon, 
Iam now compelled to avow that he has shown con- 
summate skill in the t of his diplo- 
matic transactions, and is likely to exhibit equal ge 
nius in the gonduct of his military operations. That 
head, however different the mould, is not inferior to that 
of his uncle, is no matter of doubt.

wrecked on the Goodwin Sands, on the 15th ult. Two 
of the crew had perished during the night. and every 
effort was made to save the master, who had fallen with 
the sloop’s mast into the sea. The lifeboat’s crew spoke 
very highly of the qualities of the life-boat, which on a pre- 
vious occasion had been instrumental in saving a ship's 
crew of 15 men.
